COMPLETE SUCCESSFUL SEASON 

The Vikings started off the season on the right 
foot by copping 4 th place at the Conference Indoor 
meet held at the Chicago University fieldhouse on 
March 31. During the course of the season the Pifer- 
men placed fifth in the pre-conference meet and 
sixth in the Conference finals held at East Chicago. 
Valpo qualified thirteen boys for the Regional meet 
by virtue of their efforts in the Sectional. Bob Bailey 
won blue ribbons in both the 440 yard run and the 
half mile at the Sectional. In the Regional the Vikes 
placed seventh out of twenty-two teams. Bob Bailey, 
Bob Eiglesbach, and Med Walsh scored points in 
the Regionals and thus represented Valpo in the 
State Finals at Indianapolis. Bailey copped a 3rd 
in the 440 yard run, Eigelsbach placed 4th in the 
mile, and Walsh tied for fourth place in the pole 
vault.
